A Charter made by Edward the Firſt to the City of 
London, dated April 18. Anno Domini 1298. In which 
Charter is contained, That the Citizens of Loxdox have. 
been accuſtomed to preſent every Major before the Ba- 
rons of the ary gh. the King not baing at Weſtminſter, 
that be may be admitted Major ; The King, willing to.
